33  Peek  had  East  Orange  18;  Jacob 
Unrated,  Franklin  4;  Richard  Spier,  Llv* 
tags  too  2 ;  J.  Wesley  Van  Oleaon.  Moot- 
diair  7. 

Before  the  Secretary  oould  announce 
the  vote  East  Orange  changed  her  vote  to 
whioh  was  followed  by  Montclair,  and 
qpon  motion  ths  nomination  of  Tboe.  Me 

Oowao  was  made  unanimous  amidst  great 
enthusiasm. 

Messrs.  Halt,  Nelson  and  Bairett  ware 
appointed  n  committee  to  escort  Mr.  Mo 
Qowan  Into  the  Convention,  and  he  was 
received  with  very  hearty  cheering.

How  a  New  York  Village  Does 
It*  Own  Builnesi. 

(raOM  "TUB  XIV  M  ATI  OX"  OF  APBIL  2, 

1892.] 

Samuel  E.  Moffett*  the  Washington 
(D.  0.)  correspondent  of  the 
hVanciico  Examiner,  recently  visited 
the  village  of  Fredonia,  N.  Y.,  and  ha 
in  written  an  interesting  Letter  to 
his  paper,  describing  tba  notable 
slept  taken  there  in  the  direction  of 
public  ownership.  In  186C  Fredonia 
was  almost  destitute  of  public  im¬ 
provements.  The  first  step  toward 
1 1  ogress  wss  the  building  of  a  Nor¬ 
mal  School  by  bonding  the  town  and 
then  turning  the  school  over  to  the 
state.  The  debt,  contracted  in  1867, 
was  piud  by  1887,  aud  the  institution 
ui  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Mr. 
Moffett  continues: 


“By  1883  the  burden  of  the  school 
debt  Lad  become  so  light  that  the 
people  began  to  think  about  indulg¬ 
ing  in  eome  other  improvement*. 
They  decided  that  it  wax  time  for  the 
old  pumps  to  go.  Of  course,  there 
were  tlie  usual  propositions  for  tire 
supply  of  water  by  private  corpora¬ 
tions,  but  the  community  bad  begun 
to  like  the  idea  of  doing  thing*  for 
itself.  So  it  built  its  own  water 
works  at  a  coat  of  $85,000.  The  ex 
panne  wee  met  by  the  msue  of  4  per 
cent  lx>udtL  A  reservoir  was  oun 
st meted  by  damming  a  creek  in  tbe 
bills,  ami  tba  wstereuteia  tbe  village 
under  a  bead  of  250  feeL  Tbe  pres¬ 
sure  is  sufficient  to  throw  a  stream 
over  any  building  in  town.  Tbe  old 
baud  fire  engines  and  the  elaborate 
volunteer  companies  have  been  dis 
penned  with,  and  all  that  is  required 
is  a  handful  of  men  to  haul  a  Lose 
cart  to  the  scene  of  trouble  ami  at 
tacb  Lite  hose  to  a  main.  In  addition 
to  tbe  fr$e  use  of  a  fire  service  of  fiftv- 
savbu  bydisnts,  and  all  tbe  water 
needed  for  public  buildings,  tbe  ril 
toge  draws  a  revenue  from  w  ater  rates 
which  now  amounts  to  $4,500  a  year, 
and  ia  constantly  growing.  All  tbe 
payment*  on  the  nrincipal  of  tbe 
water  bonda  are  made  from  this  rev- 
anue,  and  the  surplus  ia 
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terprise.  Tbe  low  rate  of  interest  at 
which  tbe  village  can  borrow  money 
allows  it  to  make  a  profit  from  under- 
akiuga  that  private  capitalists  would 
not  touch.  As  long  as  it  adheres  to 
the  rule  of  making  its  enterprises 
self  supjiorting  there  to  no  visible 
imit  to  the  progrees  it  may  make 
ithout  burdening  tbe  tax  patera. 
Tbat  tbe  expenditures  it  has  already 
undertaken  have  not  been  unduly  op 
prei-sive  to  sufficiently  )  roved  by  tbe 
act  that  private  impirbvemeuts  have 
been  carried  on  at  tbe  same  time  tu 
an  extaut  never  apjiroached  in  tbe 
village  before. 

“In  a  period  of  six  tears,  just  after* 
he  community  had  assumed  tbe  nor¬ 
mal  school  debt,  two  congregations' 
raised  $70,000  for  new  churches. 1 
New  residences  hate  be<  n  built  aud 
old  ones  reiiovhted.  A  valuable  fiee 
ibiary  has  been  established. 

“Meauwbile  public  spirit  has  been 
deve!o)»ed  Tbe  village  government 
no  longer  represents  to  tbe  citizens 
merely  a  district  school,  a  justice  of 
the  )>eace  and  a  couple  of,  constables 
t  stands  for  light,  water,  health  and 
social  enjoyment.  Tbe  people  bate 
earned  how  much  even  a  small  com 
muuity  can  accomplish  by  pulling  to¬ 
gether.

“Last  year  the  most  pressing  used 
■till  remaining  unsatisfied  seemed 
that  of  a  system  of  illumination. 
Fredonia  had  been  tbe  first  place  in 
the  world  to  light  ‘it*  houses  with 
natural  gas.  beginning  this  improve 
ment  aa  loDg  ago  as  1821,  but  70 
years  later  its  streets  still  remained 
in  darkness.  Tbe  gee  waa  oontroUnd 
by  a  private  corporation  whose  high 
prices  bad  dtooouraged  the  use  of 
that  variety  of  lighting  for  public 
purpoeea  But  tbe  village  had  finally 
learned  that  it  oould  take  care  of  it 
self,  and  last  year  put  in  an  electric 
light  plant  of  its  own.  Tbe  cost  of 
the  avKtcm  was  $12,000.  No  bonds 
were  issued.  The  first  $1,000  was 
paid  out  of  the  years  tax,  and  five  per 
osnt  notes  payable  in  two,  three  and 
four  years  were  given  for  the  rest. 

“At  every  new  turn  of  the  Fredonia 
bond  mill'  the  local  Silurians  have 
gloomily  predicted  such  a  load  of  tax¬ 
ation  as  would  make  the  place  unin¬ 
habitable.  How  are  tbeir  prophecies 
turning  outt  I  quote  from  ■  letter  of 
a  progressive  and  representative  citi- 
n,  who  has  worked,  like  every  wide¬ 
awake  man,  for  tbe  advancement  ef 
his  town. 

When  our  last  electric  light  note 
ia  paid  our  village  tax  will  not  exoeed 
five  mills  per  dollar  on  the  asseaeer's 
valuation  (54  per  cent  of  selling  val¬ 
ues)  aud  we  shall  still  have  a  surplus 
for  other  improvements.  When  our 
water  works  and  public  building  are 
paid  for,  the  income  will  easily  pay 
all  our  village  expenses.  In  fact,  we 
may  be  .able  to  declare  a  dividend 
eaeh  year  to  tbe  people,  instead  of 
taxigg  them.  I  want  to  live  t«ll  then 
rich  property  owners 
swearing  up  their  valuations  to  get  a 
big  divy,  instead  of  concealing  and 
sweating  down,  as  they  do  now,  to 
dodge  their  share  of  taxes  '  * 

'  Fredonia  has  a  complete  survey 
for  vew dr  system,  which  has  already 
been  earned  out  ao  far  aa  the  prioci 
pal  streets  are  concerned,  and  is  be¬ 
ing  extended  from  year  to  year.  The 
people  pay  for  their  sewers  as  thsy 
go  along,  each  street  meeting  the  oost 
of  its  own  local  drainage,  and  the  vil¬ 
lage  paying  for  any  increased  size 
needed  to  accommodate  other  streets. 
Tbe  principal  streets  are  provided 
with  stone  sidewalks — not  artificial, 
but  real  atone,  lbe  property  owners 
are  encouraged  to  lay  these  in  front  of 
their  plaeee  by  being  allowed  a  draw¬ 
back  of  half  the  oost  from  tbe  general 
street  tax.  When  most  of  the  pro¬ 
prietors  on  a  street  have  laid  stone 
sidewalks,  the  Silurians  who  bold  out 
find  themselves  paying  about  the 
whole  tax. 

'Since  the  Fredonia  people  have 
found  the  secret  of  making  improve¬ 
ments  *p*y  for  themselves,  there  ia 
eoaroely  anything  thev  would  lack  the 
confidence  to  undertake.  The  town 
is  still  without  a  fimt  class  hotel,  and 
the  inhabitants  an  lamenting  that 
they  are  not  allowed  by  law  to  issue 
bonds  and  build  one  aa  a  public  en-
